Old & Young 
was the afterpiece.—The house was very thia at first price.

King Richard the Third was represented here last night, when Kean 
in his favorite part of the Duke of Glo’ster displayed iv those scenes 
the chief ingredients of which are hypocrisy, scorn, and bitterness, much, 
though not all of his original excellence; his first interview with Lady 
Anne, above all, was very finely acted. Still, as a whole, it would be 
a fallacy to say he presented us with that vivid aad intellectual por- 
traiture which he was wont to exhibit, for in the two lust acts, when 
he is beset by foes, and all his sou] should be in arms and eager for 
the fray, his physical powers were evidently unequal to the task. Mrs 
Glotrer’s Queen is the best of her tragic efforts; inthe scene where 
her childres are torn from her, her acting was almost painfully natural, 
and drew sympathetic tears from mauy, of even the male part of 
her audience. Mrs Chatterley is quite out of her line in such a part 
as Lady Anne. -Tohn Jones followed the Tragedy., after which was 
acted the Comedy of Zhe Rencontre, in which Mrs Ashton personated, 
for the first time, J/adame de Merville in the most graceful and cap- 
tivating manner. . ‘The courteous veteran, Mr Massingham, Box-Book- 
Keeper, takes his annual Benefit at this house tu-night, and we hope 
the public will mark their sense of his iadefatigable attention to the 
duties of his office by making him a bumper. 

OLYMPIC. 

We went last night to this elegantly decorated little Theatre, to see 
Mr Liston in Dominique, and must say, though we laughed heartily 
we were by no means satisfied with his perfurmance, which, as a piece 
of acting, is greatly inferior to Wallack’s. We have heard that Lis- 
ton fancies his forte is in serious parts, but assuredly his audiences 
have never yet discovered it ; for his attempts at sericusness, only in-

creases their mirth; we might with great truth apply Talma’s praise 
of Potier to Liston, ‘‘ He is not a man, but a laugh; you look at his 
face aud Isugh ; he is angry or pleased, merry or sad, you laugh, laugh 
Jaugh !’’ Inthe second piece, a pleasant bagatelle, called “ J'dl be 
your Second,” he had a part exactly suited to him, and he played it 
most humorously ; it is that of a gentleman, (a Mr Placid,) who is 
ever endeavouring to accommodate differences, and to arrange affairs 
of honour, (as-they are called) amicably. James Vining, who by the 
way is much missed at Diury Larne, and pretty Miss Norman, indeed, 
all the performers exerted themselves with the happiest effect. Our 
charming little favourite Miss Sidney, was as piguante as ever in 
Louise, in Talk of the Devil, and Madame Thibaut in The Chaste Sa- 
lute. But Vestris herself, we never saw looking so ill; it appeared 
to us that she had amore than ordinary quantity of red and white 
Jaid on with no cunning hand, which quite disfigured her.
